It is a pity what a lot of high adventure and pleasant excite­ 
ment the United States is missing these days by not belonging to 
the League of Nations, and Americans with nothing on 
their 
hands or minds to supply stimulating diversion either. 
Here is a dashing little excursion or expedition getting up 
for Vilna, in which the league has ordered Great Britain, France. 
Belgium and Spain to take part. 
These powers must tell off 
detachments of troops to go and find out what it is the league 
wants done at Vilna. 
Of course, it wants somebody shot there, 
but whether it is Poles or Lithuanians who are to be shot, or both, 
the powers sending the troops are not informed, nor is it any of 
their business. 
Tile United States misses out on this. 
Americans will not 
have the satisfaction of knowing a detachment of their army is 
shoveling snow in the Baltic region this winter, or guarding a 
frontier set up by the league and shooting peasants who step over 
it and getting shot at in return. We will miss out too on the sensa­ 
tions of reading accounts of victories 'von by the league, accom­ 
panied by the incidental casualty list that goes with such accounts. 
Nor will we have the further pleasurable experience of paying a 
-hare of the expense of this expedition. 
Goodness knows what other adventures we are in the way of 
missing. 
The league has a lot of good things to pass out to the 
insiders. 
The Greek situation is looking very promising for a 
little shooting this winter, and some developments that may call 
for a trip to Turkey are not unlooked for. 
And Spain and the 
rest of them are going to get ah the favors and we are going to 
have to stand on the outside and look on. We haven’t even got one 
?f the league vice presidencies, of which there are at least a dozen, 
nor a secretaryship of which there are three hundred. 
If we 
would only go in and take one or two of the league s wars on our 
hands we could have a vice president for the asking. 
As it is 
ve’ve got to stay home and attend to a lot of unromantic domestic 
iffairs th a t concern merely the welfare of our own country. 
I f s 
a job we’ve been very successful in evading and neglecting for 
several years now, and but for our ill luck in not getting into th e 
ieague we could go on evading and neglecting them for several 
/ears more.— Kansas City Star.
